the stretch and expansion, wavy 
edges, etc., caused the absorption 
excessive moisture, there are sev- 
eral simple methods which any printer 
binder may adopt, his plant 
not equipped with mechanical hu- 
midity control device, any one 
which will some assistance. 


the paper pile develops wavy 
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edges, one way “rack” hang 
the paper very small lifts, that 
the air can reach from all sides.

Uniform Temperature Necessary 


While all these home-made meth- 
ods will help materially overcome 
serious paper trouble pressrooms 
and binderies, they not insure any- 
where near the uniform relative hu- 
midity which desirable and almost 
necessity. 

Considerable experimenting has 
been done within recent years man- 
ufacturers humidifying devices 
their attempts overcome conditions 
existing pressrooms and binderies 
and produce device which could 
offered price which would enable 
the smaller binder equip his plant. 
Much progress has been made along 
these lines. Some the best-known 
are those made American Mois- 
tening Co., Boston; the Parks- 
Cramer Co., Fitchburg, Mass., and 
the Bahnson Co., Winston-Salem, 


Classifying Humidifiers 


Humidifiers may broadly classi- 
fied into two main groups: 

(a) Those which inject free mois- 
ture into the air. 

(b) Those which supply previously 
heated cooled, moistened dried 
air. 

Group (a) consists unit water 
pressure fan type and compressed air 
atomizer humidifiers. 

The unit water pressure humidifier, 
100-150 lbs. per square inch, re- 
garded efficient and economical. 

The atomizer type operates com- 
pressed air with pressure the 
water, feature which prevents over- 
flow without the use any type 
automatic valve. 

the centrifugal type, water, fed 
under very slight pressure, thrown 


from the periphery fast revolv- 
ing disc against corrugated copper 
sheet, which breaks the drops 
water finely that the surrounding 
air capable absorbing them be- 
fore they can deposited adjacent 
walls machinery.

Group consists central sta- 
tion humidifiers, the only type which 
will de-humidify. 

All the above types should 
automatically controlled. 


Summarizing Paper Troubles 


Most paper troubles during the 
winter months will largely from 
excessive dryness and low radical 
changes temperature. 

These will the form of: 


Shrinking sheet causing poor register— 
likely occur first color run paper 
directly from case before has adjusted itself 
humidity conditions pressroom. 

Curling—likely occur when paper ex- 
posed dry artificially heated air which has 
been given opportunity absorb moisture. 

paper brought from cold room warm, dry, 
artificially heated pressroom. 

serious the paper has been exposed dry, 
artificially heated rooms for several days and 
been over gas flame attachment. 


Spring and Summer 


While true these troubles will 
prevail most generally the winter 
months, they will also occur and in- 
terfere seriously with good pressroom 
and bindery performance during ex- 
tended periods warm, dry summer 
days. 

during the spring and summer 
months, with their damp and sultry 
days and quick changes from high 
low, low high relative humidity, 
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that most paper troubles caused from 
excessive moisture will occur. 


Stretching and Shrinking 


These will the form of: 

Stretching and shrinking causing 
poor register—likely occur with 
quick changes humidity from day 
day even during day. 

Wavy edges causing slur and 
wrinkles—likely occur short pe- 
riod with papers taken from case and 
piled, exposed excessive humidity 
conditions. 

All these paper troubles can 
controlled degree which will in- 
sure good pressroom and bindery per- 
formance with careful checking 
relative humidity each plant. With 
the expenditure only the small 
amount necessary for good hygro- 
meter any binder can check his 
midity conditions, and least 
warned times extreme changes 
and govern his production accord- 
ingly. 

Problem Should Studied 


little study the various angles 
this humidity question and its rela- 
tion good performance paper 
presses and folders will. amply repay 
any printer binder and will help re- 
duce production costs. much 
simpler matter forestall trouble 
from too much too little humidity 
the pressroom bindery than 
wait until the difficulty encountered.
